The  ILLINOIS  FIRST  GREAT  APPLE  SHOW  and  63rd 
Annual  Convention  of  the  Illinois  State  Horticultural  Society 
will  be  held  at  the  Sherman  Hotel  in  Chicago,  Nov. '19,  20,  21, 
22,  1918.  For  63  years  this  Society,  composed  of  volunteer  mem¬ 
bers,  has  stood  in  the  front  rank  of  Horticultural  organizations 
in  the  United  States  for  the  advancement  in  all  Horticultural 
lines.  Five  conventions  are  held  annually  in  the  State,  one  by 
the  Northern  Illinois  Horticultural  Society  in  the  Northern  dis¬ 
trict,  one  by  the  Central  Illinois  Horticultural  Society  in  the 
Central  district,  one  by  the  Southern  Illinois  Horticultural  So¬ 
ciety  in  the  Southern  district,  a  summer  meeting  by  the  State 
Society  and  the  Annual  winter  Convention. 

The  ILLINOIS  FIRST  GREAT  APPLE  SHOW  is  a  de¬ 
parture  toward  educating  the  general  public  in  the  Apple  indus¬ 
try  of  Illinois,  together  with  the  use  of  apples  in  the  conservation 
program  of  the  Government,  and  the  necessity  of  apples  as  food 
in  healthful  living.  Illinois  is  noted  primarily  as  an  agricul¬ 
tural  state  and  the  fact  that  this  state  grows  on  an  average  of 
millions  of  barrels  annually  of  high  quality  apples,  equal  in 
flavor  and  quality  to  the  best  produced  in  the  United  States  and 
of  the  highest  type  in  appearance,  is  not  so  generally  known. 
There  is  probably  no  section  of  the  United  States  where  orchard¬ 
ing  is  conducted  with  greater  skill  and  with  more  remuneration 
than  in  Illinois.  Southern  and  Southwestern  Illinois  comprise 
the  great  apple  producing  section  and  yet  the  very  highest  type 
of  apples,  in  quality  and  appearance,  can  be  produced  in  prac¬ 
tically  every  county  in  the  State.

Plates  and  Packages. 

Plate  exhibits  shall  consist  of  four  plates  of  a  variety,  with 
nine  specimens  to  the  plate. 

The  box  used  in  this  Show  will  be  the  standard  apple  box, 
10%  x  II14  x  18  inches,  inside  measure,  containing  2173.5  cu.  in. 
The  trays  used  will  be  the  same  surface  measure  of  the  box,  but 
will  be  only  2  in.  deep.  The  barrels  used  in  this  Show  will  be 
the  U.  S.  Standard  apple  barrel.  The  dimensions  are,  Stave 
length  28i/2  in.,  ,Diameter  of  head  17%  in.,  distance  between 
heads  26  in.,  circumference  of  bulge,  outside  measure,  64  in. ; 
containing  approximately  7056  cubic  inches. 

The  basket  exhibit  will  use  standard  bushel  basket. 

In  the  box  and  basket  classes  each  apple  except  the  top 
layer  may  be  wrapped  in  fruit  wrapping  paper,  but  wrapping 
or  lack  of  wrapping  in  these  classes  will  not  be  considered  in 
judging.  Lining  paper  should  be  used  in  all  box  and  tray  ex¬ 
hibits.  Apples  in  barrel  classes  are  not  to  be  wrapped. 

All  packages  excepting  barrels  can  be  obtained  from  the 
Manager  at  the  time  of  the  Show.  Boxes  will  be  sold  at  cost ; 
trays  and  plates  will  be  furnished  free,  and  lining  and  wrapping 
paper  will  be  furnished  free. 

Expert  packers  will  be  employed  by  the  management  to  as¬ 
sist  exhibitors  where  necessary  to  repack  exhibits,  and  may  be 
secured  if  applied  for  when  entry  is  made.
